Cattell said after his arraignment 
that the meeting on May 8 was attend- 
led by delegates representing college 
students generally, including those sub- 
ject to the selective draft.

RE-WON BY FRENCH 


State of Virtual Inaction 
Prevails Along Most of 
Important Fronts — Guns 
Busy Between Soissons 
and Rheims. 


New York, May 31.—(By Associated 
Press. From European Cables of the 
Day.)—A state of virtual inaction pre- 
vails on all the war fronts. In only 
one theater has there been any fighting 
worthy of note. This was in the Cham- 
pagne region of France, where the 
French, counter attacking heavily 
against positions northeast of Mont 
Haut, where Wednesday night the Ger- 
mans in a violent offensive had cap- 
tured trench elements, drove out the 
Teutons Thursday and re-established 
their former front in its entirety. 

To the west, in the region lying be- 
tween Soissons and Rheims, there has 
been a continuation of the spirited ar- 
tillery duels on various sectors, notably 
Vauxaillon and Laffaux, and south of 
Berry-au-Bac the Germans, for the 
first time in eeveral months, carried 
out a sapping operation. This netted 
them portions of trenches which were 
blown up. 

The intensive ‘fighting along the 


southern portion of the Austro-Italian 
front has apparently entirely ceased 
for the moment, the Italians probably 
being engaged in consolidating posi- 
tions won and in bringing up their guns 
for further operations in their cam- 
paign against Triest. Along the Isonso 
line only artillery duels have been in 
progress, owing to bad weather condi- 
tions. ae 

There has been a renewal of activity 
by the Italians in Albania and several 
villages in the southern part of this 
theater have been taken and held suc- 
cessfully against counter attacks of the 
Teutonic allies. Eastward, on the en- 
tire Macedonia front, artillery duels are 
in progress. 


GERMANS REPULSED 
IN CHAMPAGNE. 


Paris, May 31.—The offical statement 
issued ‘by the war office tonight reads: 

“Quite spirited artillery actions oc- 
curred in the regions of Vauxaillon, 
Laffaux and northwest of Rheims. In 
the region of Hill 108, south of Berry- 
au-Bac, the enemy, after having ex- 
ploded several mines, occupied some 
trench elements which had ‘been shat- 
tered by explosions. 

“In Champagne a vigorous counter 
attack drove ‘back the enemy from 
points where he had gained a footing 
the previous night northeast of Mont 
Haut, our line being completely re- 
established. : 

“Yesterday five German airplanes 
were brought down by our pilots. <Ac- 
cording to late information, other ene- 
my machines previously reported as 
having been damaged were in reality 
slestroyed. ae 

“Belgian Commiinication: Bomb and 
grenade fighting was particularly lively 
in the neighborhood of Steenstraete and 
the ferryman’s house. Before Dixmude 
there .was an intense artillery duel. 
The usual cannonading took place on 
the rest of the front. 

Eastern Theater, May 30: Artillery 
activity was displayed along the whole 
front. Our aviators bombarded Aus- 
trian encampments north of the Devol 
river, in eastern Albania.”

We present elsewhere an_ interesting 
communication from J. B. Pound, president 
of a chain of well-known southern hotels, in 
which he comments on the excellent condi- 
tion of the Lixie highway in Georgia, as 
demonstrated to him in an automobile trip 
from Savannah, through Macon, to Atlanta 
and Chattanooga. 

He, however, joins the universal chorus 
in excepting Monrve county. 

The unanimous verdict is that of the en- 
tire stretch from Chattanooga to Savannah 
~—or to Jacksonville—Monroe county is the 
worst link in the Dixie highway. 

As corroborating the testimony of Mr. 
Pound, and that of: everybody else who 
makes this trip, an Albany special in this 
morning’s Constitution, indicates that much 
of the travel between southwest Georgia and 
Atlanta, in order to avoid Monroe county, is 
being routed direct from Fort Valley through 
Roberta to Barnesville.

LOCAL SCHOOL TAXATION. 


An election will be held in Talbot county 
on Saturday, June 2, to decide the question 


of local taxation for public schools—“for or 


against” such taxation. 

There should be no two opinions as to 
the importance to the people of Talbot—a 
progressive county—of a majority vote for 
local taxation; for it is stated that by levy- 
ing at least two and one-half mills they can 
increase their school term from five and one- 
half months to nine months, and then have 
a surplus with which to increase the sala- 
ries of the teachers, build better school 
houses, and furnish better school equipment. 

The educational advantages to a county 
of the local taxation system have been dem- 
onstrated time and again; no county that 
has: adopted it has ever.voted it out, and 
when local taxation carries in one county, 
its good résults induce others to fall in line. 

Forty-four counties now have county-wide 
tax, and the fact that they are grouped to- 
gether is evidence of the good influence of 
one upon the other in getting on a local tax 
basis. 

All that the local tax system for public 
schools in Georgia counties needs is-a fair 
trial. Given that, it speaks for itself in the 
greater advancement of a county’s educa- 
tional interests, which are one with its best 
activities in all lines. 


MISS RANKIN WINS “CASE”. 


Miss .Jeanette Rankin, representative of 
Montana, delivered her maiden speech in 
congress a few days ago, winning her initial 
“case” in that body. Very appropriately, 
too, it was a fight with woman at its vortex. 

The lady from Montana introduced an 
amendment to the food bill, providing that 
in making the proposed food survey the 
services of women be made use of in so far 
as practicable. Then she made in support 
of her amendment the first speech any 
woman ever delivered in an American con- 
gress, and her argument was so convincing, 
her contention so reasonable and her stand 
so patriotic that the amendment carried by 
an overwhelming vote. 

The congresswoman made the point that 
women are especially well fitted by their 
training and experience to do this work. 
She pointed out as a self-evident fact that 
“women are going to fill many positions 
that have been filled by men in the past, 
and this is one of the places where they can 
be used effectively.” 

She reached the convincing climax of her 
appeal when she said: 


“We know that with our unparalleled 
resources and improved methods of pro- 
duction, there is no need that anyone 
should go hungry. Women must take an 
intelligent and responsible share in the 
world’s work if we are to see that all 
the people are fed all the time.” 


Undoubtedly there is evidence a-plenty 
to substantiate Miss Rankin’s argument. It 
is true, without doubt, that there is, as she 
says, no valid reason why anyone should 
go hungry; yet we know that as things are 
now being managed not all of the people are 
getting what they want and must have in 
order to keep physically fit. 

It is a fact, too, and an oft-demonstrated 
one, that when it comes to a matter of do- 
mestic economy and rationing a household 
the average woman excels the average man. 
She is more stable, more conservative, more 
consistent and of vastly superior judgment. 
With the average man it is either a feast or 
a famine. In time of shortage he is prone 
to dole out lavishly today while the supply 
lasts and trust in the Lord and the ravens 
to look after tomorrow. 

The average woman, on the other hand, 
is more prone to look ahead and, if neces- 
sary, divide today’s loaf to safeguard against 
no bread tomorrow. She is a better one-day- 
with-another provider, a wiser economist 
and all-round better manager. 

That's in the home; and it has proven to 
apply in cases where large bodies of people 
have to be fed, as in hotels, restaurants and 
other public dining halls. 

Then, why should not the same prin- 
ciple apply in governmental affairs—in. the 
administration of the federal food law? 

Miss Rankin convinced congress that it 
should, and we conctr. 

She cites the fact—which is patent to 
everybody—that annually our institutions of 
higher education are turning out large 
classes of women skilled in household and 
food economy, and who are trained to deal 
with fundamentals from a, scientific stand- 
point; and she declares that those women 
want to be of service to their country, and 
and that their country should avail itself of 
their services in the most utilitarian and 
practicable capacity. And she is right. 

Miss Rankin’s maiden contention on the 
floor was won in a manner calculated to 
excite the envy of any congressional. be- 
ginner, and her constituents and her state 
might well be proud of her.

HEALTH TALK 


NATURE AND TREATMENT OF HERNIA. 

Hernia, commonly called rupture, is a 
protrusion of some portion of a structure 
from within the abdomen through the abdom- 
inal wall. It is a bulging, not a breaking 
open, of the skin. In most cases a loop of in- 
testine is the structure which bulges; some- 
times it is a portion of the omentum or cover- 
ing of the intestines. 

The protrusion begins high in the groin, 
follows a patch downward and toward the 
mid-line of the body. : 

In infants and young children a large 
share of hernias disappear spontaneously, if 
kept supported by a suitable pad or belt or 
truss. In adults hernia rarely if ever re- 
sponds to any other treatment than operation. 

An adult with hernia should wear a prop- 
erly fitted support, of course. The fitting 
and selection of the particular support re- 
quired for a given case is‘a matter for the 
family doctor to supervise. This is highly 
important because so many victims of condi- 
tions other than hernia, which conditions hap- 
pen to resemble hernia, are maltreated by 
druggists, manufacturers of trusses and other 
incompetent persons. 

Some hernias are irreducible—that is, they 
remain protruded in spite of all efforts to 
replace the bulging structure within the 
abdomen. Most hernias are reducible—the 
bulging structure slips back into the abdo- 
men when the patient lies down and the doc- 
tor replaces the hernia. To apply ‘a truss 
or other support to an irreducible hernia is 
a dangerous experiment. 

Besides the sense of weakness and the 
actual loss of physical efficiency suffered by 
a victim of hernia, there is an ever present 
danger of the protruding structure becoming 
“strangulated.” That means that its circula- 
tion is choked off, and, if not immediately 
operated upon, the inevitable result will be 
intestinal obstruction and death in about five 
days. 

Every young person with a hernia—and 
everybody is young till old age sets in— 
should by all means have thg radical opera- 
tion for the cure of the hernia. It is safer 
than the hernia; it is far more economical 
than a lifetime of truss wearing; it may be 
done by any surgeon anywhere with a practi- 
cal certainty of success, umder modern sur- 
gical methods. 

No other treatment offers even a fighting 
chance of curing a rupture.

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| Negro Education. 


The first comprehensive study of negro 
education ever made has just been completed 
by our national bureau of education at Wash- 
ington in co-operation with the Phelps- 
Stokes fund. The work, which occupied a 
group of experts for three years, was done 
under the direction of Dr. Thomas Jesse 
Jones, hureau specialist in the education of 
racial groups. 

The report is remarkable for its broad, 
sane and sympathetic treatment of the whole 
complex subject. Full justice is done the 
south’s own efforts, handicapped by poverty 
as it has been, as well as the work of north- 
ern philanthropists, to whom we owe most 
of the well-prepared teachers of the colored 
public schools; and to the leaders among the 
negroes themselves. 

Yet existing conditions, especially in ru- 
ral districts, as. given by southern white 
men, and southern state reports, show a 
waste of the south’s human resources which 
will be fatal to our economic deveboment if 
continued, and which unconsciously throws 
a strong sidelight on the troublesome negro 
exodus. What, one is forced to ask, do we 
offer in our rural negro schools either to 
content the better class of parents with their 
children’s opportunities, or to relate the 
children intelligently—which means interest- 
edly—and efficiently to the land it is so 
necessary for them to till? 4 

Fifty per cent of negro teachers through- 
out the south—75 per cent in country schools 
—have never themselves finished the sixth 
grade in the elementary schools. The aver- 
age teacher’s salary in the south is, for 
whites, $10.32 per white child of school age, and 
for colored, $2.89 per colored child. In the 
131 counties where the county and the Jeanes 
fund co-operate to secure a colored county 
industrial supervisor, the beginnings of in- 
dustrial education are already greatly bet- 
tering the health, morals and economic con- 
dition of thousands; but as yet there is no 
general awakening to the connection be- 
tween the intelligent training of negro chil- 
dren and the well-being and prosperity of 
our section. 

Hundreds of private schools are main- 
tained by northern philanthropy. Many of 
them are of a high order. But they need co- 
ordinating in a general plan which will weed 
out the inefficient, eliminate waste, simplify 
many so-called colleges into normal schools 
with good industrial and agricultural train- 
ing, and leave a few real colleges, to be 
better equipped and endowed, for the training 
of leaders of the race. It should be said that 
these: private schools, added to our public 


‘schools, make a total utterly inadequate for 


negro education on the lowest basis of effij- 
ciency. The report stresses the need for 
more money, both from the south and the 
north. 

The most hopeful feature of the situation 
so clearly and convincingly shown is the 
emergency of a growing body of southern 
whites of the finest intellectual and religious 
type who realize both the opportunity and 
the responsibility of the south. These men 
are shown drawing together the forces of 
the north and south, black and white, for the 
development of what everybody recognizes 
as one of our greatest economic assets—the 
millions of negro children into whose hands 
will be committed so large a share of our 
basal industry of agriculture. 

For those who lack time to study the 
two large volumes of the complete report 
an abstract may be had upon application 
to the bureau at Washington with a supple- 
mentary chapter on the applicant’s state.

Monroe Bad Roads 
Driving Southwestern | 
Travel Around County — 


Albany, Ga., May 31.—(Special.)—Quite a 
number of residents of southwest Georgia 
have gone to Atlanta during the past week— 
a large part of them by automobile. 

The officers’ training camp at Fort Me- 
Pherson has many boys from this part of the 
country and parents and friends of many oa? 
them have gone up to Atlanta to spend a 
few days seeing their boys at work. 

Without exception, the tourists report 
that the worst part of the entire trip between 
Albany and Atlanta, via Macon, is throagh 
Monroe county. 

Indeed, the roads in Monroe county have 
been reported to be so bad that a very large 
part of the travel from Albany to Atlanta 
now take the direct cut-off from Fort Valley 
to Barnesville, thus eliminating the 30-mile 
stretch through Monroe county. More than 
half of the hundreds of automobilists who 
have made the run from Albany to Atlanta 
during the past month have, through neces- 
sity, avoided. Macon—not because they did 
not prefer to go that way, but because they . 
have been unwilling to make the trip through 
Monroe county when they could take a shorts 
er route and get a better road.

New York, May 31.—The cotton mar- 
ket was nervous and irregular today. 
Some of the active months made new 
high records for the season at the open- 
ing, with December contracts selling at 
21.47, but the advance met a good deal 
of realizing, with that delivery selling 
at 21.24 and closing at 21.29. The gen- 
eral list closed irregular at a net ad- 
vance of 11 to 24 points. 

The market opened firm at an ad- 
vance of 22 to 30 points, owing to the 
strength in Liverpool over the local 
holiday, and the appearance of further 
bullish condition figures. July contracts 
sold at 21.80 and October at 21.40 on 
the call, but met a good deal of cotton 
at this level, with the disposition to 
take profits in advance of the bureau 
increased by expectations of a bearish 
weekly weather report at midday. 

Active months sagged back to within 
10 or 12 points of Tuesday’s closing fig- 
ures during the middle of the morning. 
Offerings then tapered off, however, 
and a rally of several points followed 
the report of the weather bureau indi- 
cating that there had been little, if any, 
improvement in the condition of the 
crop during the week ended on Tuesday 
morning. As in the case of the opening 
advance, this upturn met liquidation or 
profit-taking and the lowest prices of 
the day were touched late in the after- 
noon when July sold at 21.61 and Octo- 
ber at 21.14. The close was several 
points up from the lowest on covering.

COTTON IS BACKWARD, 


SAYS WEERLY REPORT 


| All States Report Cotton Be- 


hind Last Year, With 
Much Replanting. 


Washington, May 31.—The past week 
was much too cooi in the northern part 
of the cotton belt, but the temperatures 
averaged close to normal in the ex- 


treme south, says The Weekly Weather 
and Crop Bulletin issued today by the 
department of agriculture. Scattered 
showers occurred except in parts of 
Louisiana, Texas and Florida, and in 
most of the northern part of the belt 
the rainfall was well distributed and 
fairly generous in amount. 

Cotton is in all stages of develop- 
ment, and on the whole ig in an un- 
satisfactory condition. Planting is not 
yet complete and much replanting has 
been going on. There are gome good 
stands, but generally cotton came up 
poorly and is small and backward. 

In North Carolina the crop, as a 
whole, is nearly three weeks later than 
the average at this season. The Texas 
crop is backward and is being injured 
by plant lice. Squares were formed 
in some parts of Texas and chopping 
continued. The stand is good in south- 
eastern Louisiana, but pooro fair else- 
where in the state. In the northern 
part of Mississippi, where good rains 
occurred, the late planted cotton is 
coming satisfactorily; it has improved 
but slightly in central and southern 
portions of the state. 

In Georgia many are substituting 
beans, corn and other crops in the 
fields where germination was very 
poor. The rains of the week have al- 
lowed for chopping to be resumed in 
South Carolina, and some chopping has 
been done in Tennessee. In Florida cot- 
ton has a good growth, is well worked 
and promising. 


PROFESSIONAL VIEWS 
ON COTTON SITUATION 


New York, May 31.—(Special.)—On the 
last day of the month the Manchester spin- 
ners appear to have called cotton freely in 
Liverpool, and as the exports from America 
are usually light, that market was without 
sellers to supply this demand. Here we 
have had another day of poor crop reports 
and heavy liquidation by the operators who 
have been so long prominent in the ad- 
vance. Their idea seems to be that we are 
approaching a period of good weather for 
the crop, which may create a disposition 
among holdersin the south to part at these 
high prices with part of the large amount 
of cotton remaining on hand, which is now 
not in demand for export. The sentiment 
is bullish, so the short interest is negli- 
gible.

SFLLING OFFSETS. 
FARLY ADVANCES 


Popularity of Liberty Loan 
and April Export State- 
ments Bring Rise Which 
Is Forfeited in Last Hour. 


New York, May 31.—Favorable hap- 
penings over the holiday, especially 
the increasing popularity of the Liberty 
Loan and the remarkable April state- 
ment of the country’s exports, were pri- 
mary factors in today's further rise of 
prices. Much of this gain was for- 
feited, however, in the extensive selling 
of the last hour. 

The chief drawback or adverse influ- 
ence of the session was again furnished 
by the Russian situation, which found 
reflection in a violent break in ruble 


exchange. Weakness of the motor 
group and a few other speculative is- 
gues also encouraged the short interest. 

Altogether the movement was the 
broadest of any witnessed in the cur- 
rent rise, even though dealings were 
not up to their recent high mark and 
United States Steel continued to supply 
more than its roportionate share. 
Steel was again in a class by itself, 
breaking into new high ground on its 
extreme rise of 2% points to 136%, and 
exceeding its previous maximum by 
1%. From its top the stock sold down 
sharply to 134, closing at 134%, @ net 
gain of only % of a point. 

A similar course was pursued by 
other steel shares, including the great 
bulk of equipments and munitions. 
Only a few of these issues retained any 
part of their advantage, some finishing 
at net losses. Steel sells minus its 
regular and “extra” dividends of 4% 
per cent tomorrow, and much of its 
early rise was ascribed to short cover- 
ing to avoid the added penalty. 

Among the other very active and tem- 
porarily strong stocks were the eugars 
at gross gains of 3 to 9 points, tobac- 
cos 2 to 4, oils and leathers 1 to almost 
3, and shippings at equal gains. Fer- 
tilizers shared in 
time with the paper stocks, American 
Woolen, gas and locai tractions, Dis- 
tillers Securities and Industrial Alco- 
hol, the latter holding about half its 
5%-point rise. Metals recorded no ap- 
preciable move at any time and rails 
presented no notable features. Lehigh 
Valley made only slight response to the 
30 per cent cash and 30 per cent stock 
dividends declared by the Coal Sales 
company. Total sales of stocks amount- 
ed to 1,090,000 shares.

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Many States Report Finest 
Crops Ever--The Irregular 


Close Saw Wheat, Corn 
and Oats All Down. 


Chicago, May 31.—Optimistic crop re- 
ports and the northward spread of the 
harvest gave a decided down-swing to 
the wheat market today. Prices closed 
unsettled, 3% to 9 cents lower, with 
July at $1.94 and September at $1.80. 
Corn finished 1% to 3% cents off, and 
oats at a decline of 1% to 1% cents. In 
provisions the outcome ranged from 
a setback of 17 cents to a rise of 25 
cents. 

All advices, both from government 
and private sources, showed notable im- 
provement of winter wheat and an ex- 
cellent gutlook for the spring crop. 
Assertions were current that Texas and 
)klahoma have the finest crops ever seen 
ind)those states. Encouraging messages 
were also at hand regarding nsas. 

Hedging against purchaees of new 
wheat appeared to be responsible for at 
least some of the selling. In this con- 
nection it was said that the crop was 
heading as far north as Kansas, Mis- 
souri and southern Indiana. 

Corn prices fell sharply after an eh 4 
bulge. The break was associated wit 
word from the seaboard that a neutral 
government wae trying to resell 400,000 
bushels of corn now at Atlantic ports. 

Oats were governed chiefly by the 
action of corn. Field advices were uni- 
formly promising. 

Irregularity characterized the pro- 
vision market. Pork and ribs received 
support on account of higher quotations 
on hogs, but lard was sold.

Washington, May 31.—The Prince of 
Udine, head of the Italian war mis- 
sion, on the floor of the senate today 
delivered a message to the American 
people in the name of King Victor 
Emmanuel, welcoming the entrance of 
the United States into the war as the 
final moral justification of the cause 
for which the allies are fighting. The 
message breathed confidence in ulti- 
mate victory and stressed the necessity 
of destroying the prestige of a per- 
verted German science and philosophy. 

“Italy,” said the prince, “wants the 
safety of her boundries and her coast, 
and she wants to secure herself 
against new aggressions. But Italy 
has not been, and never will be, an 
element of discord in Europe, and as 
she willed her own free national ex- 
istence at the cost of any sacrifice so 
she will contribute with all her 
strength to the free existence and de- 
velopment of other nations.” 


Planged Into War. 


The prince said Europe had been 
plunged into the war “without any 
justifying motives, perhaps without 
any motive at all beyond the will of a 
small oligarchy” and that little, guilt- 
less nations with masterpieces of art 
and treasuries of industries within 
their territories, had been barbarously 
sacrificed. 

Of the entrance of the United States 
after the violent offenses against 
night had become clear and the Ameri- 
can flag had been insulted, he said: 

“You bring us the sacred recognition 
of our right, you bring us moral con- 
fidence and the conviction that our 
case is holy and that the great free 
democrac shares our ‘feeling, our 
spirit and our hope.” 

Given Enthusiastic Welcome. 


The prince was received with great 
enthusiasm by the senate, to whom he 
was introduced by Vice President 
Marshall. He appeared in the full 
dress uniform of a naval captain and 
was accompanied by the other leading 
members of the mission. The sena- 
tors, many members of the house and 
officials, followed his slow English 
with deep interest. 

The financial and economic members 
of the Italian mission this afternoon 
held their first formal meeting with 
American officials, when they dis- 
cussed with Secretary McAdoo and 
others at the treasury department the 
merging of the present intricate Ital- 
ian purchasing system in this country 
into the general central committee 
proposed for all the allied nations. 

A second loan of $100,000,000 is to 
be: made to Italy for June and an- 
nouncement is expected shortly. Of 
the original $100,000,000 about $60,- 
000,000 already has been expended by 
the “sabe gee Italian purchasing agen- 
cies here and the balance is expected to 
be used up in the next few days.

SPAIN MAY SUSPEND 
GUARANTEES AGAIN 


Madrid, May 31.—(Via Paris.)—Ac- 
cording to the newspapers the consti- 
tutional guarantees will be suspended 
again in two or three days. 

Former Premier Count Romanones 
has declared to an intimate friend that 
he regretted he was not invited to the 
mass meeting held by pro-ally sympa- 
thizers last Sunday. He said that if he 
had been present he would have main- 
tained the declarations made in his let- 
ter to King Alfonso at the time he re- 
signed. He added that many liberals, 
who were partisans of the allies, would 
also have liked to be present. Discuss- 
ing the same subject with the corre- 
spondent of a French newspaper, Count 
Romanones said: 


“The meeting was of enormous im-, 


portance. It will perhaps exercise a 
greater influence on foreign than home 
policies.”’ 

Asked what he thought of the situa- 
tion in Spain, the former premier de- 
clared that it became more grave and 
more confusea “every day and every 
hour of the day.” Questioned as to 
whether he thought the cortez would 
be summoned, Count Romanones smiled 
and answered: 

“T am not too sure of that.” 

Minister of the Interior Burels has 
prohibited all public manifestations 
relative to international questions as 
“dangerous to the interests of the coun- 
try, in view of the important diplomat- 
ic negotiations now going on.” Several 
such demonstrations had been planned 
in Madrid and other cities. 


The constitutional guarantees were 
suspended in Spain at the end of March, 
following several strikes and serious 
disorders throughout the country. It 
was reported in Washington that a rev- 
olutionary movement was in progress, 
but this was denied by the Spanish am- 
bassador. The operations of the cen- 
sorship have offset definite information 
regarding the recent internal situation 
in Spain. 


FATE OF RUSH STRONG 
NOW IN JURY’S HANDS 


Knoxville, Tenn., May 31.—At 5 
o'clock this evening the Strong case, 
in which Rush Strong is charged with 
the murder of S. B. Luttrell, Jr., in 
July, 1916, because of Luttrell’s alleged 
intimacies with the defendant’s wife, 
was turned over to the jury and his fate 
now rests with the twelve men. 

Strong, during the whole argument 
of counsel and during the charge of the 
court, kept his eyes fixed on the speak- 
ers and did not move a muscle or 
change the expression of his face. Mrs. 
Bonnie Strong, his wife, was at his side, 
noticeably affected by the attacks on 
her husband and herself of state’s at- 
torneys contending for conviction. Sev- 
eral times she was noticed wiping tears 
from her eyes. 

State’s attorneys fought for the con- 
viction of Strong on the ground of first 
degree murder, while Attorney Heiskell 
relied on self-defense and a considera- 
tion of the “unwritten law.” .

The charter revision committee of 
council, headed by Alderman Jonas H. 
Ewing, Thursday completed its recom-

it is hoped an increase of 26 cents on 
each $100 assessed valuation on realty 
and personal property will be brought 
about by legislative amendment to the 
city charter, and subsequent ratifica- 
tion by the people at the polls. 

The committee has instructed the city 
attorney to draw a resolution to be in- 
troduced at Monday’s meeting of coun- 
cil.

Criticises School Increase.

other departments, such as fire, police 
and sanitary. 
i The charter revision committee also 
points out that the proposed. changes

tax of 25 cents on the $100 is $3 fora 
man owning a $1,200 house. This in- 
crease is offset by the abolition of the 
‘$3 sanitary tax on each house, and it

“This illustration is simple enough to 
the workingman who owns his small 
home,’ said Alderman Ewing Thursday.
